passen gers 
will ride for 2 cents a mile and ship­ 
pers will enjoy the b enefits of an av er­ 
age redu ction of 20 per cent in com ­ 
m odity and m erchand ise rates. 
T he roads also have agreed prom pt­ 
ly to pay all reb ates du e passengers 
and shippers for ex cess charges du r­ 
ing the period of litigation, am ou nting 
approx im ately to 13,000,000.

T he com m odity rates w ere e sta b ­ 
lished b y the com m ission in 1907 a n l 
validated and enacted into law b y the 
legislatu re tha t year to b ecome ef­ 
fective Ju n e 1. Bu t in the original in­ 
ju nction 
proceedings they 
w ere a t­ 
tacked and the roads never pu t them 
into operation. 
As a resu lt they owe 
shippers for all ex cess paid since that 
date. 
T he passen ger law providing for a 
2-cent n mile rate w ent into effect 
Ju n e 1, 1907, and was in operation 
u ntil Ju ly 1, 1911, when the Sanb orn 
decision compelled the roads to re­ 
estab lish the 3-cent rate.

tim e the railroads owe to all passen­ 
gers who can produ ce proper receipts 
the su m of 1 cent for every mile tra v ­ 
eled.

Guayaquil, Ecuador, is to be modern­ 
ized. 
A progressive movement bas 
been inaugurated to make it a cleaner 
and m ore healthful city, aud the out­ 
lay of large sums of money is expected 
to completely change its business and 
commercial life. 
The mischief making 
mosquito is to be banished, and the 
many lessons learned at Panama and 
in the Madeira Mamore railway coun­ 
try are to be applied to Guayaquil, so 
that this attractive port will no longer 
be passed over by traveler or tourist. 
Ecuador has many products that the 
world needs, aud the awakening of 
her chief port, coincident with the 
opening 
of 
the 
new 
trade 
route 
through Panama, are relied upon in fu­ 
ture development. 
In 1910 the country sent north $13.- 
638,308 worth of natural products and 
during the last two years there has 
been a narked increase over these fig­ 
ures, cacao furnishing the bulk of this 
commerce, 
while “buttons”—that is, 
tile Ivory nut largely used for such pur­ 
poses—contributes more than $1,500,000 
to the total, aud the famous panama 
bat brings the producers a like amount. 
From New York around Cape Horn 
the distance is 11.470 miles, and the 
time of passage under ordinary condi­ 
tions is more than two months. 
The 
route via Panama is 2,804 miles, and 
this distance can be covered probably 
in eight or ten days. 
The Ecuadorian congress authorized 
the president of the republic to con­ 
tract a loan of $10,000,000 for the pur­ 
pose of completing the work of sanita­ 
tion. water supply and other improve­ 
ments in Guayaquil.

N evertheless 
bu siness 
and 
tra d e flou rish In C hina, w hich speak s 
rolu m tti for the bu siness acu m en of 
the C hinese. 
P erhaps the .'act tha t 
tra d e flou rished In C hina long before 
■u ch a thing as cu rrency w as k now n 
accou nts fa r the fa c t tha t the Chinese, 
w ith au ch a lax system as they now 
possess, still sta nd In the front rank 
of com m ercial nations. 
In C hina all form s of exchange from 
b a rte r u p a re In u se. 
A very large 
pa rt of the cou ntry’s bu siness Is done 
aga inst the actu al delivery of w eighed 
allver. 
F or convenience silver Is m elt­ 
ed Into rou gh Ingots having the shape 
of the C hinese shoe. 
T hese sliver 
shoes have stam ped u pon them their 
fineness 
and 
w eight. 
T he 
u nit 
of 
w eight la the tael, w hich Is equ al to a 
qu a ntity of silver w eighing 580 grains 
troy and Is w orth abou t 00 cents In 
ou r m oney. 
T he tael Is not an Ingot nor a coin, 
b nt sim ply an a b stra c t term signifying 
a u nit of w eight, su ch as a “ pou nd” of 
b u tte r or an "ou nce” of gold. Thou gh 
an a b stra c t term , It Is the m easu re of 
w ealth and the u nit of valu e throu gh­ 
ou t the length and breadth of China. 
A m an bu ys n bu siness for so m any 
taels of silver. 
Fils profits are com 
pu ted In taels. 
W hen he m ak es pay 
m ent he w eighs ou t the silver accord­ 
ing to this u n it 
T he silver shoes vnry In w eight from 
one to seventy-five taels. 
All silver 
ahops and bank s have forges, w here 
the silver Is m elted In Iron ladles and 
pou red lu to molds. 
T he sm elters w ith 
the ir ladles and m olds rem ind on*, of 
cook s. 
T hey stir the silver w ith a pnlr 
of m etal chopstick s. 
To one not a w a re 
of w ha t they w ere doing It wou ld

na tu ra l to su ppose that they w ere e n­ 
gaged In concocting som ething good to 
eat. 
In the process of recasting the 
Ingots the ir fineness Is often changed, 
being 
eithe r 
Im proved 
or 
debased, 
w hichever best su its the Interests of 
the shop 
H ank ers and m oney chang­ 
ers a re able to determ ine the qu ality 
of the silver by the sense of tou ch. 
T he sellers or depositors a re alw ays 
a t their m ercy and m u st often su bm it 
to the operation of having the ir silver 
discou nted on accou nt of “ bad tou ch.” 
In the interior of C hina sm all pu r 
chases are m ade w ith copper coins 
w ith squ are holes In the center. T hese 
a re called “cash” and are threaded on 
strings so tha t they may be carried 
across one’s shou lder or on a pole 
A 
string of 1.000 of these cash Is w orth 
abou t 50 cents in ou r m oney. 
Som e­ 
tim es lilts of silver are chipped from 
the silver shoes snd u sed for sm all 
pu rchases 
W hen traveling In the in­ 
te rior one m u st ta k e w ith him a large 
am ou nt of silver shoes, exchanging 
them for strings of cash a t the variou s 
ahops. 
T he m oney changers have tw o 
se ts of scales, one to lie u a« *d In the 
pu rchase of silver and tho othe r In the 
selling of i t 
In an a tte m pt som e years ago to In­ 
trod u ce a cu rrency based on w estern 
m odels the C hinese governm ent pu r­ 
chased and pu t into circu lation several 
m illion M exican dollars. 
T he people 
took to the new coins and called for 
more. 
T he 
provincial 
governm ents 
the n set u p mlntH and began to coin 
C hinese dollars of a pproxim a te d the 
sam e w eight and fineness as the M exi­ 
can dollars 
T hey also coined an enor­ 
m ou s am ou nt of su bsidiary item s in 
the shape of sm all sliver coins au d 
copper pennies. 
Soon it w as discovered tha t the new 
cu rrency w as as u nstab le as the old.

Of the m any strange things in China 
not the least strange la its currency. 
To the foreigner it seem s a miracle 
that any business can be transacted 
successfully with such a medium of 
exchange. 
It has been described as 
chaotic. 
Nevertheless 
business 
and 
trade flourish in China, which speaks 
volumea for the business acumen of 
the Chlaeae. 
Perhaps the .act that 
trade flourished In China long before 
such a thing as currency was known 
accounts for the fact th a t the Chinese. 
with such a Lax system as they now 
posse**, still stand in the front rank 
•f com m ercial nations. 
In China all forms of exchange from 
barter up are in use. 
A very large 
part of tile country's business is done 
against the actual delivery of weighed 
silver. 
For convenience sliver is melt­ 
ed into rough Ingots having the sha|>e 
of th e Chinese shoe. 
These silver 
shoes have stamped upon them their 
fineness 
and 
w eight 
The unit of 
weight is the tael, which is equal to a 
quantity of silver weighing 580 grains 
troy and is worth about OO cents in 
onr money. 
The tael Is not an ingot nor a coin, 
but simply an abstract term signifying 
a unit of weight, such as a “pound” of 
butter or an “ounce" of gold. Though 
an ab stract term, It is tile m easure of 
wealth and the unit of value through­ 
out the length and breadth of China. 
A man buys a business for so many 
taels of silver, 
ills profits are com 
puted In taels. 
When he makes pay­ 
ment he weighs out the silver accord­ 
ing to this u n it 
The sliver shoes vary in w eight from 
one to seventy-five taels. 
All silver 
shops and banks have forges, where 
the silver is melted in iron Indies and 
poured into molds 
The sm elters with 
their ladles and molds remind one of 
cooks. They stir the silver with a pair 
of metal chopsticks 
To one not aw are 
of w hat they were doing It would lie 
natural to suppose that they were en­ 
gaged In concocting som ething good to 
eat. 
In the process of recasting the 
Ingots their fineness is often changed, 
being 
either 
improved 
or 
debased, 
whichever best suits the interests of 
tho shop 
Hankers and money chang­ 
ers are side to determ ine the quality 
of the silver by the sense of touch. 
The sellers or depositors are always 
at their mercy and m ust often submit 
to the operation of having their silver 
discounted on account of “ bad touch.” 
In the Interior of China small pur­ 
chases are made with copper coins 
with square holes in the center. These 
are called “cash” and are threaded on 
strings so that they may he carried 
scross one’s shoulder or on a pole 
A 
string of I.OLK) of these cash Is worth 
•bout 50 rents in our money. 
Some­ 
tim es bits of silver are chipped from 
the silver shoes and used for small 
p u rc h a se 
When traveling In the in­ 
terior one m ust take with him a large 
am ount of silver shoes, exchanging 
them for strings of cash at the various 
shops. 
The money changers have two 
sets of scales, one to lie used In tile 
purchase of silver and tho other in the 
selling of i t 
In an attem pt some years ago to in­ 
troduce a currency based on western 
models the Chinese governm ent pur­ 
chased and put into circulation several 
million Mexican dollars. 
The people 
took to the new coins and called for 
more. 
The 
provincial 
governm ents 
then set up mints and began to coin 
Chinese dollars of approxim ated the 
sam e w eight and fineness as the Mexi­ 
can dollars 
They also coined an enor­ 
mous am ount of subsidiary item s in 
the shape of small silver coins aud 
copper pennies. 
Soon It wus discovered th a t the new 
currency w as as unstable as the old. 
The value of the dollar in relation to 
the subsidiary coinage varied from day 
to day. 
The cent was never worth the 
hundredth part of a dollar. Some days 
130 cents were required to make up 
l l , and on other days It took 130 cents 
Similarly the value of the dollar na 
com ria red w ith the Riel w as continual­ 
ly fluctuating. 
Sometimes HOO would 
bring 70 taels and at other tim es only 
85

succeed because it was situated "too 
far uptown." 
Today Vesey street is 
considered to lie in tile downtown ex­ 
trem ity of the city, and practically ail 
the town is above thin corner. 
There are probably more history and 
mere tradition intim ately associated 
with its gray, w eather stained walla 
thaii with any other building in New 
York or within tile United .States with 
tho exception of Independence aud 
Paneuii halls 
Originally the site of the ahi Astor 
House was occupied by the Bull's Head 
tavern, and it seems to have beeu the 
first clubhouse on the Island. 
The old 
burghers used to gather under the 
shade of its back yard trees and smoke 
their pipes and discuss the gossip of 
Gotham. 
John Jacob Astor 1st gradually ac­ 
quired the profierty on the Nock where 
the old building stands. 
In 1.H30 he 
engaged Isaiah Rogers, an architect, to 
design a hotel which would lie tho most 
pretentious building of its kind in this 
country. 
The cornerstone w hs laid in 
1832, and the building was finally com­ 
pleted in 1835. 
It became a most popu­ 
lar hotel im m ediately on tieing opened. 
The Astor House was the rendezvous 
of m any famous men In antebellum 
days.

In cleating the ground for some im ­ 
provem ents in Potomac park In W ash­ 
ington the contractor some tim# ago 
removed a stone that for nearly a cen­ 
tury was a quaint landm ark in the n a­ 
tional capital. 
It is called th# “Anne 
Royal! sto at" and lay on the bank 
of the river ju st opposite the W hite 
House, about tw enty feet back from 
the w ater's edge, at the top ef a grass 
covered knoll. 
It waa on this stone th a t Anne Roy- 
all sat when abe bad her fa m eas later- 
view with President John Quiacy Ad­ 
am s—at least so runs the story th at 
has been handed down for three gen­ 
erations by the inhabitants of W ash­ 
ington. 
And, according to th a t story, It would 
appear that the good lady for whom 
the stooe was nam ed w as not only a 
person of energy, but was endowed 
with considerable grim determ ination 
as well. 
She evidently had a good 
strong will of her own and an active 
mind of her own, and wheu these two 
started to work in concert In deadly 
earnest results were bound to follow. 
W hether the good lady’s Bouse of hu­ 
mor was cram ped or extensive the 
reader m ust determ ine for himself. 
Anne Roynll was in a sort the mother 
of modern Journalism. 
She was tile 
originator of the “interview ." She first, 
in tile little sheet that she published 
Iii W ashington in the second and third 
decades of the inst century, departed 
from the dry forms th at had always 
characterized newspapers. 
Sh#? did not confine herself to a mere 
sum m ary of current happenings, even 
spiced with careful essays on abstract 
subjects, after the m anner of Steele 
or Addison She struck firmly the “per­ 
sonal note.” 
She wrote and printed 
things about public men as they were 
In their daily lives—an innovation the 
startling effect of which we cannot re­ 
alize today. 
Lier paper w as called the 
W ashington Paul Pry and afterw ard 
the H untress. 
During the adm inistration of John 
Quincy Adams congress passed a cer­ 
tain bill. the signing or veto of which 
by the president was a m atter of in­ 
tense public interest. 
In those days 
the interview of the president by a 
new spaper man was unheard of. and 
no one had the tem erity to ask Mr 
Adams w hat he would do In tile m atter. 
But there was one exception among 
the tim orous Journalists of th at day. 
it was Anne Royall. 
She dared to ap 
ply a t the W hite House for a confer­ 
ence with the president, the avowed 
object of which was to learn from him 
his Intentions concerning the bill. 
Poor Anne, however, was kept a t a 
discouraging distance. 
Day after day 
she waylaid the president, only to be 
foiled by his attendants. 
But she did 
not grow discouraged. 
She learned 
that every morning, im m ediately after 
rising, the president walked to the 
bank of the Potomac, some half a mile 
In the rear of the W hite House, aud 
there, 
after taking off 
his clothes, 
plunged into the stream for a swim. 
One 
m o rn in g 
when the president, 
after sw im m in g far out into the stream , 
turned to make his way back toward 
the shore he was astonished to see.

At the tim e of the 
Spanish-American w ar he had been 
3ent w ith the expedition against Santi­ 
ago, and he was afterw ard sent to 
Las Animas hospital nt H avana, w'here 
he had charge of th e fever wards.

Eloquent Plea is Made by S. F. Al­ 
derman in Which He Denies 
r Any Kidnaping Intent 


ON THE PART OF DEFENDANTS 


Jury Out at l l and at Noon Asks for 
Instruction, Court Reconven- 
in at 1:30 P. M. 
The Teodor Sjogren ease, wherein 
he alleged he was kidnaped, w ent to 
the jury a t l l o’clock this morning. 
Form er Senator S. F. Alderman, of 
Alderm an A Clark, representing the 
various defendants, m ade a vigorous, 
an eloquent and an able plea to the 
jury, in which ne touched especially 
on th e failure of the sta te to prove 
th a t any of the defendants did the 
acts com plained of with an intent to 
secretely confine Sjogren within the 
state. 
He practically adm itted th a t 
the acts of th e defendants am ounted 
to a false im prisonm ent and said that 
under an Indictm ent for an assault 
it would most certainly be the duty 
of the jury to bring in a verdict of 
guilty, but the fact th a t th e defend­ 
an ts adm itted assault cannot be p un­ 
ished in this case. 


“ It is solely a question here of in­ 
tent, an d the state has u tterly failed 
to prove th a t, 
said Mr. Alderman 
in conclusion.

utm ost atten tio n to the address of 
Mr. Alderman. 


The case is of interest for it is the 
first case on alleged 'kidnaping to be 
heard in this section of the state.
